Autocar Workers

Call Sunday Meeting; 
Postpone Strike Vote 
To Nov. 30 



Terms of a 1945 contract drawn 
up by the Autocar Company man- 
agement and members of the ne- 
gotating committee of Local 131. 
United Auto Workers. CIO, will 
be submitted to the union mem- 
bership on Sunday. 

In the meantime the strike vote 
asked for and granted at Auto- 
car Company has been moved up 
until November 30. 

Tonight. Friday, members of the 
negotiating committee and man- 
agement will meet to put the fin- 
ishing touches to the contract. 

The mass meeting of Autocar 
workers called for Sunday will be 
held at 1 P. M. in St. Colman's 
School Hall at Lancaster Ave. and 
Areyle Rd.. in Ardmore. 

Bernard J. Hargadon. president 
of the local Autocar CIO. .said 
Wednesday he was not free to re- 
veal the progress of negotiations 
or the terms of the new contract. 

He did add that he thought the 
members would accept it. 

The strike vote was originally 
called for November 23. Negotia- 
tions on a new contract were 
started bv the men and Autocar 
management on August 23. They 
failed to reach an agreement and 
negotiations were broken off. 

On October 30. following Presi- 
dent Truman's appeal for labor 
and management to settle their 
disputes, the local CIO invited the 
Autocar management to reopen 
negotiations.

Several Lower Merion school di- 
rectors said Wednesday they were 
planning a thorough investigation 
of the Lower Merion High School 
football victory celebration Mon- 
day afternoon which resulted in 
the suspension of an indetermi- 
nate number of students. 

The school directors admitted 
they had received telephone calls 
and verbal queries from irate par- 
ents who thought the suspension 
order was a too drastic punish- 
ment for their boys. 

Two of the directors have prom- 
ised parents they would fight for 
a review of the administrative ac- 
tion taken in the matter. 

To date neither the public or the 
directors have been given any in- 
formation as to the exact num- 
ber of students involved. School 
authorities were frank in admit- 
ting they were keeping the lid on 
the facts because they were afraid 
of unfavorable publicity. 

The best estimate obtained from 
teachers and students was that 
approximately 100 students had 
been suspended because they in- 
sisted on staging a demonstration 
and taking the afternoon off when 
refused the traditional holiday for 
beating Radnor High School last 
Saturday by a 27-0 .score. The 
students contended they were 
doubly entitled to the ho'iday be- 
cause Radnor had beaten them by

Snow Says New 
Jr. High Is Needed 

Principal Tells School 
Board Present 
Facilities Inadequate 

Edward H. Snow, principal of 
the Ardmore Junior High School, 
made a plea for a new junior high 
Monday night at a meeting of the 
Lower Merion School Board. 

"The facilities of the present 
building are badly over-crowded," 
he told the board. "It is not fair 
that our children should lack gvm 
space, adequate cafeteria room and 
many other facilities afforded to 
other schools in the district. I 
know that it cannot be clone in a 
day or even a year, but I do wish 
that the board would consider the 
problems of overcrowding in our 
present junior high school." 

Snow also traced for the board 
the history and expansion of the 
junior high school program as it 
has been developed in this part of 
the country. 

He said he felt the problems of 
adolescents can be met with bet- 
ter understanding and more dis- 
cipline while still maintaining 
their zest for living which he de- 
scribed as particularly important 
during the early teens. 

Junior high school methods 
were reviewed by George W R 
Kilpatrick. principal of the Bala- 
Cynwyd Junior High School. He 
disclosed, also, plans now being 
formulated to adapt the school 
curriculum to students whose abil- 
ities and interests vary from the 
general average.

Before the publicity storm broke 
on Tuesday morning F. A. Du- 
bois, superintendent of schools, 
gave out only one interview to a 
Philadelphia newspaper.

William Cramp Scheetz. resident 
of Cynwyd for 43 years, died in 
Bryn Mawr Hospital on Monday. 
He was 73 years of age. Mr. 
Scheetz. who resided at 433 Bryn 
Mawr Ave.. Cynwyd, died of 
cerebral hemorrhage. 

Funeral services will be held at 
St. John's Episcopal Church in 
Cynwyd at 2 P. M. Friday. 

Mr. Scheetz. a graduate of Cen- 
tral High School in 1892. and the 
University of Pennsylvania in 
1896. was the son of the late Mil- 
ton D. Scheetz and- Mary Louise 
Cramp Scheetz of Doylestown. and 
the grandson of Colonel Retiber 
Scheetz and William Cramp, fun- 
der of William Cramp and Son 
shop and engine building com- 
pany of Philadelphia. 

At the time of his death, he was 
senior partner of the architect's 
firm of Savery. Scheetz, and Gil- 
mour at 1520 Locust St.. Philadel- 
phia. His son. William Cramp 
Scheetz. Jr.. will continue in the

For the past 30 years Mr. 
Scheetz designed the schools for 
Lower Merion Township, includ- 
ing the Administration Building 
on Montgomery Ave. at Church 
Rd.. as well as many residences 
along the Main Line. He assisted 
in the designing of the Ridgeway 
Branch of the Philadelphia Free 
Library, the Pennsylvania State 
Historical Building. Pennsylvania 
Military College and the Chalfont 
Hotel in Atlantic City. 

Mr. Scheetz. always interested 
in the youth of the community, 
donated many of the Lower Mer- 
ion athletic cups which were 
awarded the ^school sports teams 
in the Township. 

He was former president of the 
Beta Theta Pi Club of Philadel- 
phia: also, was a member of the 
Sons of the Revolution, the Union 
League and of the vestry of St. 
John's Church. 

Dining World War I he was in 
charge of the contracts at the

Seek Attackers of 
Garrett Hill Girl 

Rose Nolan Held 
Captive Three Hours 
By Two Men in Car 

Radnor police are looking for 
two men who last Thursday night 
attacked and kidnapped a 17-year- 
old Garrett Hill school girl. 

Rose Nolan, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Patrick Nolan. 2 Bar- 
t-laden Rd., Garrett Hill, was re- 
turning home shortly before 10 
P. M. when a car slopped beside 
her on Lowry's Lane near the 
Philadelphia and Western railroad 
bridge. A man jumped out. struck 
her over the head and dragged her 
into the car, which his companion 
immediately drove away. 

Three hours Inter. Miss Nolan 
told police. I he car stopped at 
Sproul and Lawrence Rds.. Spring- 
field, and her assailants told her: 
■■you're getting out hive" 

Dishevelled, bruised and hyster- 
ical, the girl staggered into a near- 
by home and called Radnor po- 
lice headquarters. Sgt. Hugh Me- 
Garvey and Officer Thomas Dunn 
picked her up and took her to 
Bryn Mawr Hospital, where she 
was detained until Sunday. 

Physicians said she had appar- 
ently been criminally assaulted. 
The girl told police her assailants 
were both Negroes. One. she said, 
was about five feet, seven inches 
tall and wore a white sailor cap 
and a windbreaker. The other, 
slightly shorter, she said, was clad 
in blue overalls. 

Miss Nolan, a senior at St. Cath- 
erine of Sienna High School in 
Wayne, has been working after 
school as a cashier at the Food 
Fair Store, Bryn Mawr. 

On the night she was attacked, 
she and a friend. Louise Martin, 
of Garrett Rd.. Garrett Hill, also 
a Food Fair cashier, missed the 
bus after work and decided to 
walk home. They separated at Gar- 
rett Rd. and Lancaster Ave., about 
six blocks from Miss Nolan's home. 
She was only three blocks from 
home when the attack occurred.

"Many Finnish school children 
will be forced to stay home from 
school this Winter clue to the lack 
of shoes". Dr. Douglas V. Steere. 
739 College Ave.. Haverford. de- 
clared Mondav night at a meeting 
of the Haverford Friends. 

"Those who are able to attend 
school are walking from three to 
•eight kilometers to and from 
school, and all they have to eat is 
a piece of bread or a sandwich they 
have brought with them." 

Dr. Steere, professor of philoso- 
phy at Haverford College, has re- 
cently returned from Northern 
Europe, where he spent the past 
four months on a Quaker Mission, 
investigating relief needs in Fin- 
land, northern Norway and Pol- 
and. He described the thin cloth- 
ing of the children, and the rool 
cellars, tiny bath houses, sheds 
and crowded barracks in which 
most of them must spend this 
Winter since nearly all the houses 
were destroyed by the retreating 
Germans a year ago. 

"I have returned to the U. E. A. 



with great thankfulness." said 
Steere. "that the American Friends 
of Finland, using the American 
Friends Service Committee as a 
channel, are determined not only 
lo raise a quarter of a million dol- 
lars to set ii]) a program of child 
feeding in the schools of northern 
Finland, but also to gather 150 
tons of good used clothing and 10 
thousand pairs of good solid re- 
paired ehildrens' shoes to go to 
this devastated area in Finland 
where the people have lost almost 
everything." 

"I am convinced, that if Ameri- 
cans could see the thankfulness 
and enthusiasm with which even 
the declaration of this intention 
was hailed in Finland, they would 
not let these people down."
